TRIBUTES TO A GREAT 
PROFESSION. 


“To the members of the hardest} 
worked, the least advertised, the 
worst paid, and the most richly 
rewarded profession,” Thus Maj. 
Tan Hay Boith, schoolmaster and 
novelist, dedicated his delightful 
book, “The Lighter Side of School 
Life.” There are doubtless 
teachers throughout the world 
who would heartily indorse his 
definition of their profession, and, 
in Britain at least, there has been 
a constant succession of able men 
and women willing to dedicate 
themselves to a life lived for 
young people, 

Doring this century a growing 
unity of ideals among teachers of 
varying types, and willingness to 
act. as members of an organized 
profession, have resulted in a 
relatively immense rise in the 
salaries; the writer has seen on 
the same staff a young graduate 
enlisted under the Burnham scale 
receiving. five times tha salary of 
another of 40 years’ experience. 
But even now the remuneration. 
offered a teacher is very. modest, 
und compels him to seck the re- 
ward of his work in realms higher 
and nobler, for which the only 
qualification ig nobility of heart 
and mind. 

The teacher who has the true 
teacher's gift for sympathy with 
less enlightened natures, and who 
regards his pupils, and their 
parents, as friends to be cherished 
and served through life, will find 
that he has entered into king's 
troasurics and queen's gardens. 
Like John Wesley, he will have the 
world for his parish, and live in a 
realm whose boundaries are the 
five continents and the seven scas. 


UNUSUAL APPLICATION BY 
THE LAW SOCIETY. 


Letters written by a man to his 
wife before instituting diverce 
proceedings were referred to in 
the Divorce Court on Feb. 2. be- 
fore Lord Merrivale. The matter 
arose during the hearing of a 
summons which had been adjourn- 
ed into Court in a case listed as 
“Pink v. Pink.” 

Mr. J. Whyatt, for the Law So- 
ciety, applied for the discharee of 
a Poor Persons’ Certificate which 
had been granted to Pink to en- 
able him to bring a divorce suit 
against hig wife. The ground for 
the application was that certain 
letters written by Pink to his wife 
had been discovered since the pro- 
ceedings for divorce had been be- 
gun, 

The letters were described by 
Mr. Whyatt as showing con- 
clusively that at one time Pink 
and his wife were conspiring to 
deccive the Court. They were 
brought to the notice of the Law 
Society, who agreed with the goli- 
citors that they were justified iu 
applying to the Court: for tho dis- 
charge of the certificate and to be 
relieved of the further conduct 
of the case. 

Discharging the certificate Lord 
Merrivale said that it would be 
a seandalous thing if solicitors 
Were required, nvainst their own 
judgment, to persevere with an 
application for divarce when such 
transactions had been disclosed.
